397 -Originals” . Inside was tne original copy of everything printed was Ex 397, 

'cut none of .-hat was emitted but defineed and described by Humes as his own 
notes during examination of the snaix body. 

The draft of tne p.roctocel is on simple, le tier-sized, ruled white p-soer. 
inis is suite important, because tne p.-.bli.hed and all tae numerous xeroxed copies 
I have are not ruled. I an not suggesting there is an vtnmenticaed holograph. 

A other tnings that seamed different is the margins. Checking the printed 
ebd Burkley copies this s.m. confirms this. There ere other comparisons I will make, 
for example, the corrections. 

The most immediate explanation is fast tne first copy was with s camera 
or co ying device (lire Thermo fax) insensitive to blue, isxxtlsxsrixlxzixrosxxHX 
unless, ss 1 seen to recall, mimes wrote in blue. _Burkley initialed the original. 

But the printed and all taernsny except tne one xeroxed copies co act bear nis 
initialing. Humes’ corrections, as I recall, also were in blue. Indications ere tbs y 
used a bail-point pen. 

Reducing the margins might have be-n enough to eliminate Burkley ’ s 
initialy , but tnere is one piece he drew a wavering line and he signed the last page, 
wnich also was lined (and masking it would nave eliiainisted tnose lines only).
